4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-5, 7, 1 1 , 13 and 14, renumbered as claims 1-9, are allowed since the 
applicants have amended claims to delete non-elected subject matter and therefore, 
objection is now withdrawm. 

The instant compounds are neither disclosed nor obvious over the prior art. In the prior 
art, Laufersweiler (U.S.Patent 6,677,337) discloses 1 ,2-dihydropyarazol-3-ones which 
are closely related to the instant compounds ( see compounds in tables V and VI). 
However, the compounds of Laufersweiler differ from the instant compounds in having 
pyrimidine attached to pyrazole ring at 5 th position ( variable R4 in the instant 
compounds ) instead of pyridine and furthermore, there is no teaching, suggestion or 
motivation in the prior art to modify the compounds of Laufersweiler to prepare the 
instant compounds.
